minister of human resources. 

Andras said immigi'ation 
should be’ reduced this year 
but increased in 1982 when, 
according to federal projec¬ 
tions, there will be a shoriage 
of workers ui Canada.

Fei*sonal income of British 
Columbians increased an 
average of 12.9 per cent last 
year, provincial statistics re¬ 
leased Tuesday indicate. 

B.C.’s annual finance and 
ccon imic review for the year 
ended March 31, 1975. shows 
the average income in the 
prorihee <m a per capita basis 
w-as 15,170. 

Provincial axerage weekly 
wages were 5227.54 in May, 
1975, up*T^-’82 or 16.8 per cent 
from previous year. 

The B.C. labor force in- 
ci'eased 5.7 per cent to 1.16 
million people between* 
August. 1974 and August, 1975, 
which reflects the continued 
influx of people from other 
areas of Canada. 
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About 55 per cent of un- 
migrants select Montreal. 
1'oronto or Vancouver as a 
destination and this is aggra¬ 
vating the unemployment 
problem, he said. 

While, there is a surplus of 
labor in cities there is a short¬ 


age in some rural areas, he 
said, adding the pit^lem is to 
encourage people to settle in 
outbing areas. 

The federal government has 
the power to restrict the 
moN'ement of immigrants 
within Canada and is debating 


whether that po^ver shcnild be 
exercised*. « 

He said a natfonai census is 
developing on how to encour¬ 
age immigrants to settle in 
rural areas and talks would^ 
continue with provincial auth¬ 
orities for some montiis be¬ 


fore a policy is adopted. 

“Obviously we do not plan 
to restrict the m-ovement of 
Canadians within Canada." 
Andras said..*' We can offer 
incentives but not I’esiric- 
tions." 

He said Ottawa could insist 



The premier, who doubles 
as finance minister, at a 
morning press conference de¬ 
tailed the financial i>erform- 
ance of the province in the fis* 
cal year that ended last 
March 31. 

Statements again showed 
revenue e.xceeding ex|)endi- 
ture of 594.6 million. In last 
year’s rejiort. the sur|»lus was 
512.9 million and in 1973 it 
was 545.8 million. 

Receipts This lime amount¬ 
ed to 52.625 billion and e.x- 
penses were 52.531 billion. 

In response to a question 
about his government’s f)oli- 
eies of living within its budget 
despite the pressures of infla¬ 
tion. the premier replied: 

'T’ve handled (the situa- 
ticgil just exactly as I said I 
would a year ago. 1 said that 
we would not go into an 
operating deficit like the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario, for example, 
with a deficit of 51-6 billion 
last year. 

“The federal government 
now is 51 billion in deficit in 
the first four months. We 
have restrained our standing 
to meet our income. We have 
not cut back on human ser¬ 
vice programs. We’ve made It 
very clear that the revenues 
w'ere there, available for the • 
people of British Columbia. 

“We have not increased 
personal income lax or other 
significant increases in taxes 
for the oridnary peoftle of this 
province, we still run a m*xl- 
esl surplus budget and still 
provide all these services 
without going into deficit fi¬ 
nancing." he said. 

“Now I have to publicly say 
that the committment I made 
last year has been met. We do 
not see this with the so-called 
free enteri)rise l>arties that 
are driving their jurisdictions 
fuither into the hole and an 
irresponsible manner — both’ 
the fetleral government and 
the province of Ontario. 

“We’ve said that we could 
pay for these services ovit of 
our own revenues and re¬ 
sources. We have done so. AVo 
are not over-spending and 
we'i*e staying within our bud¬ 
get. and that’s the way that it 
should ho." he added. 

The premier went on to say 
that provincial depaiiments 
have had to toe the fiscal line 
and are being forced to come 
to the treasuiy board for afip 
proval of projects,^

S HORT OK A REVOLT among his ovvn membei-s 
in the House of Commons, there is nothing, ap¬ 
parently, that will Induce Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau to change his attitude towards the eco¬ 
nomic problems of the day and his planning for the 
future. 

In spite of the volume of evidence to the con; 
trary, Mr. Trudeau still insists that the economy is 
rebounding after its sickening descent. But his op¬ 
timism, he admits, “is based partly on the assump¬ 
tion that the U.S. economy will pick up.” 

This is a dangerous conclusion. As fonner fi- 
'nance minister John Turner and other knowledgea¬ 
ble men have' pointed out repeatedly, Canadian 
wages and costs of production in many cases are al¬ 
ready substantially above those of the United 
States. And although the United States has been 
Canada’s best customer, that nation is also one of 
this country’s most aggiessive gnd competent com¬ 
petitors. One thing is certain: Americans will not 
buy in the Canadian market when they can get the 
same product at better prices within their own 
borders or elsewhere. 

Mote members of the federal Liberal caucus 
than Mr." Turner ate disenchanted with Mr. Tna- 
deau’s Inaction, indifference or incompetence, or 
whatever it may be that prevents him taking a re¬ 
alistic view of the nation’s grave malaise or the ap¬ 
propriate means to correct it. 

The prime minister has failed to meet the ex¬ 
igencies of the period in six specific areas, and Ar¬ 
thur Lee, who is the sitting Liberal member In the 


House of Commons for Vancouver East, went on to 
define tliem before the Liberal Parly annual con¬ 
vention In Vancouver on Saturday. What’s more, 
his biting criticism of Mr. Trudeau won a .standing 
ovation from an audience of some 300 — Liberals 
all. 

These were the areas of Mr. Trudeau’s.failure, 
as perceived by Mr. Leel: 

“First,,a rapidly escalating trade deficit reach¬ 
ing over $6 billion in the first quarter of 1975; 

“Second, wage settlements double the rate in 
the United States; 

“Third, inflation averaging one per cent jter 
month; 

"Fourth, the steep decline in manufactured e.x- 
ports; 

“Fifth, high interest rates; 

“And si.\th, a federal govennhent whose ex- 
ix'iiditures of ,$30.6 billion for 1974-75 will.outstrip 
its revenue for this period by almost $635 million 
and by an estimated $3.7 billion for 1975-76, even 
with the proposed $1 billion cutback in spending.” 

No member in Opposition has presented a 
more damaging appraisal of Mr. Trudeau’s record. 

Mr. Lee may be a maveiick; but not even Mr. 
Trudeau can shrug off the sort of indictment he 
has produced. 

It would be interesting to speculate how many 
more Liberal members have similarly strong re¬ 
sentment at the lack of leadership Mr. Tittdeau has 
provided and whether, like Mr. Lee, they have the 
courage to confront him. 


Response to terror 


T he CANADIAN GOVERN’MENT escaped re¬ 
sponsibility for a decision, whether or not to 
follow the example of most of Western Europe in 
recalling its ambas,sador from Spain in protest 
againstnho e.xecution of five terrorists. The ambas¬ 
sador was already at home. 

’There can hardly be a doubt, however, that in 
principle, because of the government’s attitude to¬ 
wards capital punishment, Canada would condemn 
the executions. On the other hand any diplomatic 
action, such as calling the ambassador to the capi¬ 
tal for consultation, cxmld be viewed as unwarran¬ 
table intrusion in another nation’s affairs. 

H 9 we\ er noxious the regime of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco to democratic taste, a state of 
emergency has existed in parts of his country for 
some months as a result of the continuing violenee 
of Basque separatists and the militancy of radical 
leftists, the so-called urlMn guenilla.s. A number of 
police have been killed as a result of terrorist 
operations. 

There was no wave of protest over the murder 
of these officers, whose crime in the eyes of their 
executioners was their service to the state. 

Neither have there been expressions of out¬ 
rage from the left over continuing atrocities in 
Chad, Eritrea and Ethiopia, or any outcry against 
the systematic murder of potentially rival tribes¬ 
men by Pi-esident Idi Amin Dada of Uganda, or the 
“elimination,” as it is politely named, of “reaction¬ 
ary” and “undesirable” elements in Vietnam and 
Cambodia. The list of these exceptions is lengthy. 

The Palestinian Liberation Organization, in 
spite of its record of assassination, hijackings, kid¬ 


nappings and indiscriminate mass mui-der, has 
achieved a certain respectability with a majority of 
the United Nations. 

There were no sti-eet demonstrations by lef¬ 
tists after the Munich games crimes or airport mas¬ 
sacres perpetrated in the name of liberation and 
aimed at the demoralization of Israel and Israel’s 
friends. •, 

It Is notable, on the other hand, that there 
have been no denunciations from nations of the 
communist bloc against the Spani.sh executions. 

Any sovereign slate must detei-mine its own 
policies to ensure its survival. In Spain the govern¬ 
ment — or Franci.sco Franco, if you will — has 
decided to meet terrorism and incipient revolution 
with the deten-ent of the death sentence when 
'murder is involved. 

It was not so long ago that in Canada, when 
the Front de Liberation dii Quebec challenged the 
established authority, kidnapped and mui-dei-ed 
Pierre Laporte and held the British diplomat, 
James Cross to ransom, tkat Prime Minister Pierre 
Tntdeau invoked the War Measures Act. Troops 
and tanks were deployed in the streets of Montreal. 
And, if there had been a violent response by llbera- 
tionists on that occasion, it would be unwise to as¬ 
sume that no .shots would have been fired. 

Tile iron discipline the government of Spain is 
attempting to exert has its cruel and tragic aspects, 
and alwa\s there are those who weep for men who 
die for principles. 

But terrorism, too, is terrible. It is irrational 
to damn one without condemning the other.

Is the unrest because the 
leaderehip, encouraged by the 
new' oil discoveries, is serious¬ 
ly aiming at making China a 
major industrial pow’er by the 
end of the century and Is set¬ 
ting the pace a bit too high 
for the average working man? 

Whatever the explanation, ' 
China gi'ows stronger, more 
self-reliant, and more vigor¬ 
ous in Its opposition to Soviet 
Influence in Asia.

ceased to fit the Intern'atirmal 
scene with the advent of mod¬ 
ern totalitarian states after 
the Second World W’ar. 


Attempts lo apr»ly lliose 
yardsticks to Mussolini’s Italy 
and Hitler’s Germany came 
to grief in the League of Na¬ 
tions and the democracies 
eventually had to fight the 
axis fKiwers on moral 
grounds. It was the utter 
moral depravity of the totali¬ 
tarian regimes (which be¬ 
came first visible in their 
domestic gangsteri.«mi that 
foreed tlie sce-no-evil demo¬ 
cracies to face tlie then in¬ 
comprehensible new phenom¬ 
enon and fight tor sunival. 

The experience slw>uld have 
prompted a thoroujdi revision 
of all the assiunptions of 19th- 
century liberalism which

j^cieS* But that wmld have re¬ 
quired a considerable mental 
effort and structtiral overhaul

The quickest way to relax 
was to pick up old patterns of 
thinking and resume doing, 
things as if the war had been 
just a brief disturbance thac 
changed nothing of conse¬ 
quence.

To admit that fully to our¬ 
selves would have required 
admission of a bad mistake 
and complete re-thinklng of 
our political, economic and 
defence concepts. 

With Western Europe bare¬ 
ly emerging from the ruins of 
war, only North America 
could have launched and led 
such a project. 

But to most Americans the 
new totalitarian threat

But perhaps it is time for 
a sadly batter^ ixiblic to get 
a trifle mean and fight back. 

better still, perhaps we 
could use a public on strike to 
ram liome to our law-makers 
that there has to be a better 
method of handling labor dis¬ 
putes in this area. Nobody 
wants-a mailman or a police¬ 
man or a fireman or a transit 
worker, or any public senice 
employee, to suffier financial- 
Ij-. 

So perhaps we could strike 
against our lawmakers. If an 
MP. especially if hfe or she is 
a cabinet minnsler, wants to 
board an aircraft, he or she 
will be politely but firmly told 
they can not do so until 
things are changed. 


No department store will let 
an MP have a credit card. No 
•milkman will deliver the 
milk. He or she will be barred 
from all restaurants. 

See what I tneam? If we 
got together we could make 
life just as unpleasant for our 
law'-makers as they have suc¬ 
ceeded in Qj^king it for us.

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•Hie new 10-per-cent in¬ 
crease in the price of crude 
oil sold by niembei's of Um . 
Organizaticm of Petroleum 
Exporting Countiles (OPEC) 
was announced last weekend 
following a fractious three- 
day meeting of the pow’erful 
cartel. 

Ironically, it .W’as a decision 
by Esso at its 1900 meeting to 
reduce unilaterally the price 
paid for Middle East crude 
which most e)q)erts now be¬ 
lieve set in motion the chain 
of e^its which culminated in 
a quadrupling of OPEXl prices 
in 1973 and. tiie subsequent 
world energy crisis. 

IroflTcally, too, such de^’Cl• 
opments w-ere the last thing 
Esso wanted or expected. 

For roughly 30 years prior 
to I9ti0, Esso and six of the 
world’s other leading i)etroie- 
um companies had \irtually 
adnjlnistered the Middle 
East’s’ oil production by them¬ 
selves. 

Thei'e \^as constant tension 
among the firms, knensn as 
the Seven Sisters, and the 
T-roducing states but a histori¬ 
cal tendency to disagree 
among the Aral) countries 
prevented any joint action on 
their part 

.But the Esso mcae qukkiy 
began to change all that The 
other six sisters immediately 
followed the 19'iU prke reduc¬ 
tion with cuts of tiieir own. 
Tlttit finally galvanized the 
Mld<Ue East i)roducers and 
[|.J>e(ote the year was out, the 
OPEC cartel was formed. 

Ho^v OPEC was a))le to 
raise pnccs alarmingly in 
1973 and continue the practice 
in the face of decreased world 
consumption and 8ur})luse.s in 
some parts of Uie West is ben 
e.xplained, many e^qterts be¬ 
lieve. b>’ the relations which 
develc^ed between the pro¬ 
ducers and the oil companies 
after the cartel was formed. 

Perhaps the most inipoiiatit 
single change was the d^-i- 
sion by most OPE<7 states to 
acquire shares in the oil com- 
Tianies’ lucrative concessions. 
This both intpmvgd the oil 
countries' revenues and gra¬ 
dually created a strengthen¬ 
ing bond between them* and 
' the oil companies. 

1116 companies *w ere ea.<iUy 
attractetl to lhe.se arrange¬ 
ments because outright na¬ 
tionalization was threatened 
as tlie’ alternative and be¬ 
cause they were inxjmised oil 
at cheaper prices than their 
competitors. 

But once arrangemenls had 
l>een completed, the com|>a- 
niei found themselves virtual¬ 
ly at the mercy of the produc¬ 
ing countiies although this 
didn’t become fully apparent 
until the Middle East war had 
broken out in October, 1973. ,

Political iinage-niaker exploits new V.S. ter minal subculture 

Happy death offered for $50 a day 


IX)LEY. fnmi iM Angeles 
major marketing driv’e fd s^ IH# V.S. public on 
death —‘the last American taboo — has just been 
launched from a high-rise suite in a business quarter of 
Los Angeles. Branch offices have been opened in sLx 
areas and more will spring up as a national sales cany 
|>aign takes hold. The product: a customized aeivice for 
ushering clients out the world at $50 for an^ eight- 
hour day. 

Thi'esikild Inc., billed as “A Research Centre on 
Death and Dy ing,” is cashing in on a movement whicli 
began here in CJallfomla to «ui»pr»rl or replace the famW 
ly in providing aid and comfort for the dying. The 
problem of facing death has come ‘‘out of the closet” 
and hundi'eds of universities are starting courses on it. 
Books on the subject are selling fast; on the lecture cir¬ 
cuit it outdraws politics and sex. 

"We do nc^ a more open, healtlUer attitude to 
death,” says a leading Los Angeles ph>^cian. “Be¬ 
cause of our reluctance to have anything to do with the 
dying — as If we feared contamination — four-out of 
five Americans today n^ust die among strangers in hos¬ 
pitals and nursing lM>mes.”

Thresliold^s full-page advertisements, laid out in 
tombstone style, offer to free the family from irksome 
and painful deathbed scenes by providing surrogates 
for hand-Jjolding duties. 'Hireshold aims to supply death 
guides, or “companiwis” who will go "beyond medicine 
and nursing” to bring human comfort. "Someone to be 
there, to talk and to share with. Someone who cares 

. The publicity invwkes the names of such pioneers in 
the field as Robert Kavanagh, former priest turned 
psychologist, at the University of California, and Dr. 
Elizabeth Kuebler-Ross, author of three standard books 
on the subject (most recently: Death, the Final i^tage 
of Growth) who travels 200,000 njUes a year teaching, 
broadcasting and lecturing.

Public respvmse to the recruiting calls has been 
"overwhelming,” said Jim Rosner, 30. the president. 
"We had more than 1,000 calls.” After stiff screening 
(religious zealots Icvking forward to deathbed conver¬ 
sions were among those eliminated), 10 companions 
were put ihrouj^ an eight-week semester before being 
sent out for "field training” in hospitals, nursing homes 
' and private bouses. 

The program is described as "an intensive, In-dei^tli 
group activity, with no tests as such and completion as 
Uie only examination.”

At three-hour weekly clas>e8. O'alnees learn tiial 
even the tlght-Ifpped dying person longs to talk, not 
only about himself, but ctften al>oul the meaning of lifr 
and death.

Recently, Rosner was challenged by the chairman 
of Los Angeles’ Public Health Cbmmtssiun, wlm said 
that the dying often’ leave their money at the last 
moment to people outside the family — might his com¬ 
panions benefit that way? Rosner replied that 
jjanions signed an agreement that anything willed to 
them goes to a non-profit Threshold foundation. He 
agreed that tliere was no way of preventing employ'ees 
from recommending funeral homes and lawyers to pa¬ 
tients and their families. 

.So far Thre.shold has the commercial field to itself, 
but several small-ecale organlzaticms give their service 
free. 

MTille Some critics take a cynical view of such ven¬ 
tures with their frequent euplvemisms ("terminal liv¬ 
ing" Instead'of death; "grief therapist” or "facilitator" 
or sitter), almost any attempt to encourage old people 
to die at home is to be welcomed. 

Nursing home horror-stories abound: this industry, 
by branching into chain operations, hu upped its prof¬ 
its 400 per cent In five years; yet standards of care are 
often deplorable, and the life expectancy of old peonle, 
once uprooted from their own homes and “institu¬ 
tionalized.” is two years. 

•Nearly all of them have been shunted off to die out 
of si^t. Three out of four are women, mostly widows. 
The average age is 82. In nursing subjwt to neglect and 
abuse.-In hospitals, they are likely to be attached to in- 
ten.sive care machines that prolong existence for days 
or weeks at great e.xpense, although death is inevitable. 
"The dying cease to be people,” as one physician put It 
to me. "They become financial investments.”

1 was fasclnatwl by the I'ccent 
Reuters new^ rei)')rt on massive tax evasion 
by’ conx>raii(«is. riding priliticiaiis ami indus¬ 
trialists in Sweden, the welfare state so ad¬ 
mired and emulated in NDP thinking. The 
reiwrt notes, as does my currwjt book, SW'E- 
^DE.N 197;^;^ 'JJja^iil^ia iDlheweUare slate para- 
•’•rfiS^f'TiviT me Swvdes pay tlie highest direct 
taxes in the free world. 

However, says Reuters. Volvo managed 
last year to avoid, legally, paying any tax at 
ail on gross profits of $91.2 million, while 
Swedish millionaires maniimlate their deduc¬ 
tions to a point where they pay less income 
tax than the hoiuekeepers who seive them. 

As noted in my book, the Swedish finance 
minisli^ Gunnar Strang, was unable to 
squeeze out any more taxes to support wel¬ 
fare state spending in 1975. So rather titan 
curl) welfare .spemling, he brouglit in a $24 
billion dollar budget with a $:> billlm deficit, 
forcing Sweden to borrow abroad for tiie fli^st 
time in her history. 

In respect to Mr. Strang’s role in Sweden. 
I quoted corporate economist Bencrt .Vauclar, 
interviewed by me at Skoghall, Sweden, ear¬ 
lier this year: “Tlie only way Sweden can 
sunive is to export, and you can’t export 
civil seivants. If you s{>cnd more tiian you 


earn, you go to hell. G</vcrnment today 
slvjws no economy or restraint. It's ihe lalx>r 
I>eo|)le who manage our economy now, but 
H’s the finance minister who holds the Ital- 
ahee of power. The workers vote Tor Mr. 
Strang, and Mr. Su^ang votes for tiie 
wxirkei's." 

Wliatever Mr. Strang's difficulties with 
the national budget, however, he does much 
better in Ids personal affmrs. 

'According to Reuters, it has been dis- 
, closed that' Mr. Strang — quite legally — 
managetl to pay only $7,800 on a gross In¬ 
come of $54,000. In resiionse, hundreds'’* of 
angry Swedes phoned St'*ckholm news- 
|)ai)ers to c unplain alxnit the difficulty tliey 
have in getting lax officials to permit even 
minor deductions. 

TTies.' mcurji-siencies are typical of tiie 
black market in rental housing, the wide¬ 
spread evasion of 17.65 per cent value-added 
(i.e. sales) mv, and the many other facets of 
tiie general deterioration on all moral fronts 
in Sweden reported in my hook.

Law group asks 
psychiatric 
aid for inmates 


OTTAWA (CP> - Mentally 
disturbed persons convicted of 
crimes should be able to 
spend all or part of their sen¬ 
tences in a psychiatric facili¬ 
ty, the law reform commis¬ 
sion recommended Tuesday. 

The commission said tltat»a 
judge, with the consent of the 
offender and a mental hospi¬ 
tal, should be empowered to 
oi*der hospital ti'eatment in¬ 
stead of sending the offender 
to prison. 

Judges now can recommend 
psychiatric treatment, but the 
final decision is left to prison 
authorises. The commission 
saicJ^iat although prison of¬ 
ficials can transfer iM'isoners 
to mental hospitals they rare¬ 
ly do. and that'‘''many prison¬ 
ers suffering from serious 
mental disorders are detained

JAL 
would haN'e to apply at least 
10 days before the planned 
extra flights. 

A transport commission 
spokesman said this follows a 
refusal by the Qvil Aeronau¬ 
tics Bureau, the Japanese 
regulatory agency, to allow 
CP Air do n{)erate an extra 
flight to Tokyo and return 
from Vancouver on Sept. 17 
and Sept. 18. The bureau had 


said tJie Canadian airline had 
'filed the notice eight days be¬ 
fore the jdanned flight rather 
tlrar: 10 days. __ 

The commission spokesman 
said that CP Air complained 
to the commission because 
JAL operated five extra 
flights between Tokyo and 
Vancouver in August without 
seeking ounimission approval. 

The bilateral air agreement 
between Canada and Japan 
provides for only three return 


flights a week between Tokyo 
and Vancouver, 

While there Is no provision 
in the agreement for extra 
flights, there is an under¬ 
standing that approval will be 
sought for additional opera¬ 
tions, the commission spokes¬ 
man said.

• Bring its regular and re¬ 
serve forces up to sufficient 
strength in numbers and ef¬ 
fectiveness by toe provision of 
modem equipment,.. . and to 
maintain this strength in r>er- 
sonnel and equi[)ment until 
mutual armed forces and 
equipment reduction is nego¬ 
tiated and assured betw’ecn 
NATO and the So\ iet bkx*.

Indians plan legal action 
for control of oil sands 


• VANCOUVER (UPI) — 
Tory MP James Gillies, seek¬ 
ing B.C. support in a possible 
bid for the federal leadership 
of the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party, shied away Tues¬ 
day from urging vi'age and 
price ctmtrols to beat inflatkHi 
in Canada. 

“It would take a lot of hard 
selling ri^ now to get people 
to accept it/’ he told a news 
ccmference. “My own view is 
that it was a mistake to go 
into the 1974 election on that 
issue.” 

Gillies, the Opposition party 
energy critic in Commons, 
said he is assessing party 
feeling in aU provinces before 
' announcing’ any decision to 
run for the leadership. 

"But if the f»esent response 
continues, I am certain I will 
be in the race come Febru¬ 
ary,” he said. 

The Tories will hold a lead¬ 
ership convention In Ottawa 
Feb. 18 to 22 to choose a 
successor to retiring leader 
Robert Stanfield, a three-time 
loser to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau in federal election bat-/ 
ties since early 1968. 

Gillies, a SO-year-o)d econo¬ 
mist and educator who repre¬ 
sents the Toronto area Don 
Valley, condemned the Tru- 
dbau govemmentt for "disas¬ 
trous” ec<XKmiic policies bnd 
said the Tories must edge to 
the right to provide a sharper 
distinction from the Liberals. 

He said a "consensus” ap* 
pioach adopted by the govern¬ 
ment for dealing with infla¬ 
tion would not work because 
many people did not know 
what should be done to beat 


complex economic problems. 

Gillies endorsed action to 
curt) inflation by stimulating 
the economy, including tax 
breaks for the middle-income 
group who are being "taxed 
to dMth.” He proposed tivat 
property taxes and mortgage- 
interest payments be deducti¬ 
ble from federal incvxne tax. 

He said it would be "unrea¬ 
listic in the extreme” to ex¬ 
pect recently-resigned finance 
minister John Turner to run 
for the Conservative party 
leadership.

"Baseball. Baseball. Oh no, 
I wouldn't go into baseball 
again," said Stengel. "1 
would. Bh. oh, what do you 
call it—what's this here stuff 
when you get to the moon? I'd 
be an astronaut. 1 loved the 
moon." 

His 5&-year career playing 
and managing in baseball w’as 
somewhat cosmic, and at the 
same time comic, which , pit^ 
vides-as when he summed up 
a World Series victory with 
the Yankees this way: "I 
couldna ilone it without my 
players."

While with the Mels, his 
perfect NL managing mark 
for negative finishes was 
never In jecH>ardy. He drew 
criticism from some quarters 
lot acting the role of a clown, 
but during those four seasons 
more than five million fans 
came to see an inept team

When he wanted to be .lucid 
and conciseStengel didn’t 
mince w-ord^ In 1960. the 
Yankees w'anted Stengel to 
step down gracefully because 
he was ltx> cJd.

"I was fired,” he told a 
news conference. 

But then there were the 
times when he not only 


minced his words, he scram¬ 
bled them, fractured them 
and turned them into his own 
lunguaRe-.Stengelese.

Sex hormones used 
to treat depression 


SHREWSBURY. Mass. 
tUPI) — Scientists here say 
they have successfully treated 
5e\ere depression in N^vmen 
\^ith massive injections of a 
sex hormone and have begun 
similar experiments on men. 

But. lliey say most persons 
cannot benefit from the treat¬ 
ment. 

A fourrmember team of doc¬ 
tors at the Worcester f'ounda- 
tion, for experimental biology 
told a symposium 90 of the 
women w+k) have taken the 
daily 25 mg injections of es¬ 
trogen during the four-year 
study have shown substantial 
improvement. All were pa¬ 
tients at the Worcester Slate 


Hospital who had failed to re¬ 
spond to medication, psycho¬ 
therapy and electroshock 
treatments. 

Six men. ranging in age 
from 23 Pj 55, are currently 
taking similar dally injections 
of the male hormone,.testos¬ 
terone, and all but one has 
benefited, the doctors said. 

The physicians said, hwev- 
er. the hormone treatments 
can only help persons suffer¬ 
ing from high levels of an en¬ 
zyme called monamine ox¬ 
idase, a condition that strikes 
about one per cent of those 
suffering fitjm depression. 
Abnormally high levels of 
mao inhibit the normal trans¬ 
mission of brain signals.

Halifax braced for con men

A great present to make is 
an embroidered denim woi-k- 
•hirt. 

'Hie • embroidery can reflect 
the personality of the person 
w4x)’U wear ftc shirt: his or 
her hobby, astrological sign, 
school, fraternity, favorite 
place. 

Making the shirt yourself re¬ 
flects part of j-our personali¬ 
ty. 

It shows that time, concern 
and imagination went into the 
'present. Embroidering a shirt 
is a lot of work, but work is 
love made visible. 

Where do you begin? 

The first step is decidir^ 
which tyi>e of embroidery you 
want to do. 

There are twiy basic t>i>es: 
One uses thin cotton embroi- 
derj' floss. The other uses 
thick crewel yam. Embroi¬ 
dery floss is machine wash¬ 
able and very inexpensive. 
O'ewelwork Is i>righter and 
more visible. Completing a 
crewel project takes less 
time. 

After deciding on the thread 
and the design, you're ready 
to begin work on the shirt It¬ 
self. 

Wash the shirt before you 
begin. Draw the design on the 
back in pencil. Try stretching 
the shirt across an album 
cover and taping it down solid¬ 
ly on all sides before you 
begin to draw. 

Wlien the design is drawTi. 
decide what colors you’ll 
need. 

Then head for the store. 

Embroidery floss is avail¬ 
able in almost every sewing 
department. Crewel yam and 
wooden embroidery hoops are 
found only In specdalty shopa. 

Wooden hoops are impor¬ 
tant. because they don’t leave 
rings like the metal ones do. 
A small pair of wooden hoops 
costs $1.K. Crewel yam is 10 
cents % yard. Embroidery 
floss is 10 cents a ^ein. 


To make srewel work easi¬ 
er. you’ll want crewel needles, 
with extra lai'ge e>-es. They’re 
30 cents for three at specialty 
sho()s. 

At last, you’re ready to 
begin. 

Stretch the material tiglu 
and straight across tlie hoops. 
Cut a 13-inch length of thi'ead. 

If you’re using embroidery 
floss, separate the six strands 
in half, and wwk with three. 
Knot the end of eaph thtead. 

If you’re working with cre¬ 
wel, use the yam in L)ne piece 
and don’t bother to knot it. 
You' can catch the end with 
your next stitch. 

To fill in solid areas, use 
the split stitch. Take inch-long 
stitches. spUttlng each one 
near the top as you begin the 
next stitch. 

Reniomber that the direc¬ 
tion of your stitches creates a 
grain across the area, so it’s 
invariant to run stitches in 
the aiJpropriate direction. It 
will take many rows of split 
stitch, side-by-side, to fill it) 
any large area. 

Make aure all rows J)egin at 
the same edge for an even 
finish. ' Stagger the size of 
your first stitches. 

To outline cM>|ects, use the 
stem stitch. Make the first 
stitch half an inch long. Then 
bring the needle back up 
through that first hole 
make an inc*h-long stitch. 

Bring the needle back half 
an inch to the second hole, and 
make another inch-long stitch. 
Continue doubling back half 
an inch, then taking inch-long 
stitches. 

Always bring the needle up 


Litle prince lakes shape 

on the right side of the pre¬ 
vious stitch. You know It’s 
right w hen tlie stitches form a 
si>lral. You’ll know it’s wrong 
when they look like a bunch of 
slanted stitches. 

To make flpwers. flncrers 
and other special little 
flourishes, u^e the daisy 


stitch.‘Bring the needle up and 
down in the same place, leav¬ 
ing a loop of thread. Bring the 
needle up again an inch away, 
catch the loop and tack K 
dpvm.

aimed at secretaries, and a 
few of them have been report¬ 
ed in the city recently. 

Sometimes the* con artist 
will take a worthless parcel to 
a business office during the 
lunch hour or when the boss Is 
out and say he was requested 
to bring the article to the of¬ 
fice. 

He demands a fee either for 
the article or for services ren¬ 
dered. The amounts are 
' usually 90 small — less than 
$25 — that the secretary pays, 


only to find out later that she 
was conned. 

Another scheme is for the 
con man to tell the recep-. 
tionist he Is walling to see 
someone. He sits patiently 
until the receptionist leaves 
the office, then steals the 
wallet from her pur.se. 

Some con aiiists sell the 
businessman on a service, 
such as mstaliation of fluores¬ 
cent lights, extract an ad¬ 
vance payment and then dis¬ 
appears. 


Others have bilked up to 200 
(lusinessmen at a time by sell¬ 
ing advertisir^ in non-existent 
publications. 

Asprey said con artists are 
hard to catch t>ecau8e thek* 
schemes are so elaborately 
planned. 

Also the amounts of money 
involved are usually so small 
that victims are apathetic 
about reixnting the frauds, 
unawai'e that the same artist 
is probablly already pulling 
another job.

said that while he sat in 
a single-member riding, he 
could appreciate the difftcult- 
tes ci'eated in a tAA'o-sent rid¬ 
ing like Victoria when mem¬ 
bers were from opixising part¬ 
ies. 

Both MT^As, once partners 
in the bouse, also agreo<l that 
MLAs in geographically vast 
northern ridings should be 
paid more than their urban 
counterparts. 

“I would be very much in 
favor of any move in that di¬ 
rection.” Wallace said. ‘Slav¬ 
ing just toured the north. I ap¬ 
preciate more than ever the 
the problems and the cost of 
tr*u[jax>ortation when an MLA 
in Atlin or Skeena starts to 
move around his riding. It’.s 
much hander than moving 
around Oak Bay.” 

Of the three ■ Greater Vic¬ 
toria MLAs presenting briefs, 
only David Anderson (L-Vlc- 
torla) argued that rural 
members had an easier time 
Ihaf members representing 
urban areas. . 

“I believe that the ar¬ 
guments that sparsely settled 
areas are more difficult for 
an MT^A or an ^TP to handle 
are. by and large, a holdover 
from the horse-and-biicgy 
days.” he said, “and it is high 
time that the my-lh that the 
rural population desen’e.s 
greater representation than 
the urban dAveller be aban¬ 
doned.’’ 

Anderson added that while 
some northern constituencies 
were large geograihically, 
the popul.ition.s were in rela¬ 
tively accessible communi¬ 
ties. He cited the Cariboo as 
one riding wliere the vast ma¬ 
jority of communities were all 
on one^ighway. 

In an inter\iew after tlie 
ctmimisssion hearings, Wal¬ 
lace said he was surprised at 
Anderson’s attitude. “Sure, 
the towms in the Cariboo ore 
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TrioBtly along one highway,” 
he said, “but they’re 
hundreds of miles apart.” 

Anderson was al^ the Ume 
voice in Victoria urging the 
commission not to increase 
the number of seats in the 
house. The commission can 
recommend a minimum of 55 
seats, the present number, or. 
a maximum of 62 seats. 

"I believe it would be. a 
mistake, a serious mistake, 
for the Legislature to be sub¬ 
stantially enlaix«<l.” Ander¬ 
son said. “It would be a 
waste of taxpayers’ money. 
Canada is clearly top-heavy 
with governments and politi¬ 
cians. It would make the as¬ 
sembly less efficient, less sen¬ 
sitive to changing cemditions. 
less able to ke^ laws ^ to 
date.” 

AndeiiB<xi, who was re¬ 
placed Sunday as leader of 
the Liberal party, said he also 
disagreed with the general 
concept that MLAs worited at 
full capacity. 

*T do not believe that this is 
the case." he said. “Having 
been party leader for the past 
three years, and because of 
heavy exposure previous to 
that as MP for Esquimalt- 
Saanich, I hnd that most of 
the cOTistituency work of the 
twoaeat Vict/jria constitxiency 
comes to me. 

“With the assistance of my 


constituency secretary. I find 
I can manage it. Politicians, 
like dvil servants, and indeed 
those in the private sector, 
can always spend more time 
doing the Same anK)unt of 
work: Parkinson’s Law ap¬ 
plies in politics as well as 
anywhere else.” 

Anderson also tnok a swing 
at NDP backbenchers in his 
presentation to the commisr 
Sion. ^ 

“Already g»>vernemnt back¬ 
bencher are discouraged 
rt'om taking a really vigortHis, 
part in debates due to time 
limitations,” he said. “I fear 
adding nK>re 'MLAs -wouhl 
only make die problem 
’wvjrse.” 

John Williams, former 
director on the Capital Re¬ 
gional Board, asked the com¬ 
mission to consider changes 
in the 'Esquimau riding's 
boundaries and in its name. 

Williams said Esquimau 
municipality tiontained only 
one-third of the population in 
the riding. He also suggested 
that electoral boundary be de¬ 
fined at die municipal bound¬ 
ary. not at the Johnson Street 
bridge. 

“It’s pretty confiusing for 
people in Victoria west to get 
used to the idea that they’re 
supoosed to vote in Esqui¬ 
mau,” he said. In addition to 


boundaiy changes, IVilliams 
suggest^ the name Juan de 
Fuca riding. “We have a rec¬ 
reation complex by tljal name 
and it’s pretty well accepted,” 
he said. 

Charles Loughridge of the 
Bilston Creek Improvement 
Distrirt al.so wanted boundary 
and name changes for Esqui¬ 
mau. 

He wanted municipality 
Ksquimalt renK)ved entire- . 
ly fwm its present electoral 
riding and Traced with Vic¬ 
toria. The balance of llie ex- 
isiting riding would reniain as 
it is. with its own MIA. 

Loughridge said he had no 
ideas on a hew name for the 
revani]>ed riding. “I don't 
kn«jw what it should be called, 
but I know a lot of peofde out 
•my way want to be as¬ 
sociated with Esquimau,” he 
said. 

The commission moves if> 
Duncan and Nanaimo today. 
Port AJbeml and Courtena/ 
on Thursday and then .to Po¬ 
well. River. Later it moves to 
the Okana.gan and other Intea*- 
ior points. 

Its reiiort and recommen¬ 
dations are expected to be 
ready for government study 
by Oct. 31, and should go to 
the Legislature during the fall 
sessiem. e.xpeocted to start 
artjund Nov. 17.

Garden notes 


Yesterday we spent a UtUe 
time kicking around the pit^ 
1 cm of just when to dig up tfiSs 
gladiolus bulbs for v^ter 
storage indoors, "and if you 
remember. I .suggested mid- • 
October as about as good a 
time as any—weather>P®niUt- 
ting, of course. 

Having settled tiie “when,”- 
then, I thlidc we might go on 
today to the "how." 

Gladiolus bulbs should be 
handled as gingerly as eggs, 
for o ^mple bruise on one 
btdb could start a rot that 
could spread disease through 
aU the bulbs in storage. 

For this reason, it isn’t a 
very good idea to go down the 
row yanking the plants out of 
the ground by the scruff ot 
the neck. * 

It it if 

Ease them out of the 
ground with a dig^ng fork, at 
the same time pulling gently 
on the tc^, being careful not 
to scatter the spawn or bul- 
bets all over die place. 

I can say this with some 
feeling, for baby glads from 
scattered bulbets have be¬ 
come a most annoying weed 
In our garden. 

First thing I do with my lift¬ 


ed glads is to slosh them up 
and down a few times in a 
bucket of weak Lj-sol or Creo- 
lin solution, 2 tbsps, per 
6 -quart bucket of water. Then 
the tops are cut off close to 
the bulb using a- small pair of 
pruning shears. 

The disposal ot the old tops 
oders a bit of a problem, for 
they are not much good la the 
compost heap, rotting down to 
a slimy, evil-emeliing mass; 
nioreover, they will almost 
certainly be carrying disease 
spores or insect pests. 

★ ★ ★ 

Personally I stack mine 
loosely to dry out, then bum 
mem. 

It isn’t necessary to do a 
thorough clean-up job on the 
bulbs when you first dig 
them — that comes later. 

Just leave them outdoors 
tor the balance of the day— 
possibly on the lawn or drive- 
way—tor the sun and wind to 
get in their healing licks, then . 
stack them in shallow' texes, 
trays or seed flats, not more 
than three bulbs deep, for 
they need plenty of air circu¬ 
lating around and between 
them. 

It is a good idea at this 


point, although not strictly 
necessary, to give your bulbs 
a light coating of any garden 
dust you haiipen to have on 
hand—ideally one that con¬ 
tains both an insecticide and 
a fungicide. 

Any of the modem pack¬ 
aged dusts will do—rose dust, 
bulb . dust, fruit tree dust, 
everyreeft dust, potato or to¬ 
mato dust, or just plain pow¬ 
dered sulphur. 

I have some preference 
myself for a dust that con¬ 
tains Captan, tor I have found 
that this fungicide puts a little 
extra sparkle into next year's 
flowers, just as a captan- 
sulpher treatment makes for 
cleaner and more sparkling 
strawberries. 


One very common mistake 
In gladiolus care is to store 
the harvested bulbs straight 
away in a - very cool place; 
this often gives rise to all 
kinds of queer molds and rots. 

The bulbs need a period of 
about two weeks in a very 
warm but well ventilated 
place to ripen and cure their 
tissues, ideally around 22 to 25 
degrees C 


My bulbs undergo their heat 
treatment on the workbench 
in oqr cosy furnace room—the 
warmest room in our house 
^ alter the furnace comes on in 
the fall. I leave the door open 
a crack to ensure a current cf 
air through the room. 

* * ★ 

After about 10 days in the 
warmth, you can test your 
bulbs to see whether the cur¬ 
ing' process is completed. Tiie 
test is simple; clingtog to the 
bottom each plump bulb 
w'ill be an old, w*izened-up 
one, which is all that remains 
ef'-the -bulb you planted last 
spring. 

Try to twist off the worn-out 
bulb from the bottom ot the 
new’ one. If it comes aw'ay 
easily, your bulbs are ripe 
and ready to be cleaned and 
transferred to cool winter 
storage, but if you break a 
fingernail trying - to pry the 
old bulb from the new, better 
give them another week in die 
warmth and try again. 

Ihe cleaning, dusting and 
storing of gladiolus bulbs will 
be discussed in detail in this 
column at the appropriate 
time. „

We 
scarcely even pretend to be concerned 
about this social pi'obiem, embarrassing 
though It Is. 

The troublesome young are told to 
cut their hair, brush their teeth, and 
keep going to school (no matter how 
rotten school may be).

Harsh winter ahead in U.K.’s inflation fight 


UPI-AP 

BLACKPOOL, England — 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
told Britons TXiesday they 
faced a harsh winter in the 
battle against soaring infla¬ 
tion, and that “the toughest 
part lies ahead." 

He served notice on militant 
trade unions clamoring for 
swift action to sla^ Britian’s 
1.25 million jobdess total, that 
this would have to wait until 
inflation was ccmquered. 

Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer Denis Healey added his 
own wanung that “if we at¬ 
tempted general reflation 

_ now, this could lead to col- 

lapse at the economy and tvs'o 
to three mdllion unemployed 
within a year.” 

Wilsrm and Healey^ deliv¬ 
ered these tou^ wafnir^ at 
the govemlng Labor par^s 
annual rank-and-file conven- 
tkm. 

They did so after Healey 
■\iffered a sharp personal 
blow when he was voted off 
the party’s powerful national 
executive committee and re¬ 
placed by Eric Heffer, a mili¬ 
tant left-\^'inger who \^as fired 
by Wilson as .junior govern¬ 
ment minister last spring 
over policy disagreements. 

In his onebour 8pee<Jh, Wil¬ 
son said, “We are in for a 
harsh winter. The toughest 
part lies ahead.” 


“Reflahon cannot start be¬ 
fore inflation stops,’.’ he said. 

Wlson devoted much of his 
eipeech to a fierce attack 
«>agai mj 4 ^n Uitqnt extreme left¬ 
wingers, whom he accused of 
tiying to inflitrate the labor 
party and twist it to their owii 
ends. 

“Who are these self-appoint¬ 
ed Samurai who seek to as¬ 


sert a power of political life 
and death in the iiartyt” he 
asked. 

But he also attacked what 
he descrihejj as “extreme 
moderates” who cfwrged on 
the conference eve Sunday 
that more than 20 top IbIxx* 
party leaders were commu¬ 
nist sympathizers. 

He branded th^m “the kind 
of antiparty group which has 


been disporting itself . in 
Blackpool this weekend, leak¬ 
ing. as is their wont, their 
smears to an ever-ready Tory 
press.” 

Wilson said Britain’s infla¬ 
tion — double that of, most 
.otherwestern indusdial coun¬ 
tries — “Is what has stcqjped 
us re-exjianding the economy 
and getting rid of unemploy¬ 
ment.” 


“We have to face to the 
consouences of the situation 
in which we and the ^-orld 
find ourselves.” Wilsoh said, 
“the worst wt)rld recession 
since the Thirties and our in¬ 
flation more than twice that 
of our conipetitoi*s.” 

He spoke of “maraudw's" 
«nd “sharks" who tied to 
seize life-and-death control 


over Labor lawmakers. 'Ihis 
a^ipeaied to be a reference to 
a successful left-wing man¬ 
oeuvre to remove local con¬ 
stituency support from Over¬ 
seas Development Minister 
Reginald Prentice. 

Nine of the Labor party’s 28 
executive members later 
issued .a joint letter advdsing 
Wilson that they strongly dis- 
agi'eed ^ilh his accusations 


and demanded he quit inter¬ 
fering “in the democratically 
constituted rights of Labor 
party members to select their 
candidates.” 

Ihey also charged Wilson 
with “pandering to the clam¬ 
or” of the ofjpositUxi 0>nser- 
vatives and their news media 
supporters. A majority of the 
executive are reported to be 
left-wingers, but some who 


hold cabinet office would be 
unable to add their names to 
such a letter without risking 
cabinet dismissal. 

Nevertheless, it was not all 
friction and defeat for Wilson 
and his men. On the intiative 
of the big union leaders, dele¬ 
gates endoreed the ’Wilson 
economic «trategy of limiting 
pay increases to $12.60 a year 
for all workers. 
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Ottawa 
fretful, 
twinning 
visit off 


lATNNIPEG (CP) — A 
planned visit to Taiwan by a 
delegation headed Mayor 
Steve Juba has been cancelled 
on the advice of the federal 
government. 

Juba said Tuesday the visit 
was cancelled after the extern 
nal affairs department 
expressed ci>ncem that it 
would jeopardize Canada's re¬ 
lations with China. 

The delegation, which w'as 
(o Include Manitoba Attorney- i 
General Howard Pawley, was 
to have left Tuesday night 
and visit the city of Taichung 
with which Winnipeg had 
“twinned” In the late 19608. 

Juha, upset at the Ottawa 
directive, told a news confer¬ 
ence that acting external af¬ 
fairs minister Alistair Gille¬ 
spie informed him . Monday 
night that Ottawa “had 
serious reservations” about 
the visit. 

In a telegram to the mayor. 
Gillespie said Canada recog¬ 
nized the “People’s Republic 
of China in Peking as the only 
legal government of China.” 

Juba said he was disturbed 
by Ottawa’s aciions because 
“fhe tw'inning of Taichung 
and Winnipeg was no secret.” 

In a reply telegram. Juba 
said the twinning of cities was 
encouraged in the late 1960s 
by the Canadian Federation of 
Mayors and Municipalities, 
and as a result "a number of | 
<ifies w'ere twdnncd and the ' 
people-to-people relationship 
was enhanced.” 

“In every case, partisan ' 
politics were avoided.” 

He 8al<J "Winnipeg’s twinning i 
with Taichur^ followed city I 
council’s decision in 1971 to 
authorize him to effectuate 
such an affiliation. 

Gillespie said in the tele¬ 
gram that the visit would like¬ 
ly spark official protest from 
Peking. 

Refepring to the visit nnd 
twinning plans, Gillespie said: 

“These are in fact propa¬ 
ganda exercises contnvM and 
financed by the Taiwanese.” 

Gillespie said it was the 
government's view that the 
visit would not servie to 
strengthen Clanada’s political 
and commercial ties with the 
People's Republic of China, 
“with wdiom we have friendly, 
normal and mutually benefi¬ 
cial relaticMis.” 

The minister added that his 
department would study care¬ 
fully the question of the advis¬ 
ability of allowing return 
visits of Taiwanese to Cana¬ 
da. 

“Your visit . . . w’ill be por¬ 
trayed by- Taiwanese media 
as implying an element of of¬ 
ficial Canadian support.” 

Juba said he was particu¬ 
larly upset over the statement 
that a return visit by Tai¬ 
wanese would be studied. He 
said if amounted to a “threat 
of reprisal.” 

JuIm said he had sent 
tel^ram to officials In 
Taichung, saving tiie delega¬ 
tion lould not be coming 
“due to circumstances beyond 
our control.”

Robert Andras. Federal 
nmnixnvor and immigration 
minister, said Tuesday the 
Canadian government should 
reduce immigration now that 
unemployment has risen 
above 7 i>er cent. 

Tbe flow of Immigi'anis 
should be linked to economic 
c msideratlons more than it 
has been in the i>a8t. Andras 
told a news conference. 

He was in Victoria to dis* 
'cuss the effwis of immigra¬ 
tion policies on the labor force 
with B.C. Labor Minister Wil¬ 
liam King and Norm Levi, 
minister of human resources. 

Andras said immigration 
should be reduced this year 
but increased in 1982 ‘^^hen. 
according to federal pDjec- 
lions, there will be a shortage 
of \\orkej*s in Canada. 


About o5 per cent of im¬ 
migrants select Montreal, 
Toronto or Vancouver as a 
destination and this is aggra¬ 
vating tht unemployment 
problem, he said. 

While there is a surplus of 
labor in cities thero is a short¬ 


age in some ruial areas, he 
said, adding the problem is to 
encourage [>eople to settle in 
outlying areas. 

The federal government has 
the power to restrict the 
movement of immigrants 
within Canada and is debating 


whether that pow-er should be 
e.verclsed. 

He said a national census is 
developing on how to encour- 
"'age immigrants to settle in 
iTiral areas and* talks would 
continue with provincial auth¬ 
orities for some months be¬ 


fore a policy is adopted. 

•’Obviously we do not plan 
•to restrict the movement of 
Canadians within Canada.” 
.\ndras said. “ We can offer 
incentives but not reslric- 
lions.” 

He said Ottawa could ipsist 


that landed immigrants status 
be granted in Prince Rupert, 
rather than Toronto. This 
would get the immigrant into 
the desired community but 
the next problem Nvould be 
iKnv to keep him there, he 
added. — 


He said some countries 
issue identity cards and re¬ 
quire citizens to obtain per¬ 
mits before they can move. If 
such a ix>licy were introduced 
in Canada it wc^d only apply 
to immigrants and not to Ca¬ 
nadian citizens, he said.

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Andras urges cut in immigration flow

Robert Andras. Federal 
manpower and immigration 
minister, said Tuesday the 
Canadian government should 
reduce immigration now that 
unemployment has risen 
above 7 per cent. 

•Hie flow of immigrant..! 
should be linked to ecommic 
considerations more than it 
has been in the past. Andras 
told a news conference. 

He was in Victoria to dis¬ 
cuss the effects of immigra¬ 
tion policies on the labor force 
with B.C. Labor Minister Wil¬ 
liam King and Norm Levi, 
minister of human resources. * 

Andras said immigration 
should be reduced this year 
but increased in 1982'when, 
according to federal projec¬ 
tions, there will be a shortage 
of workers in Canada. 


About 55 per cent of im¬ 
migrants select Montreal, 
Toronto or Vancouver as a 
destination and this is aggra¬ 
vating the unemployment 
problem, he said. 

While there is a sgrplus of 
labor in cities there is a short¬ 


age in some rural areas, he 
said, adding the problem is to 
encourage pec^le to settle in 
outlying-areas. 

The federal government has 
the power to restrict the" 
movement of immigrants 
within Canada and is debating 


wiiether tJiat power should b^ 
c.xercised. 

He said a national census is 
developing on how tj encour¬ 
age immigrants to settle in 
rural areas and talks would 
continue with prgy&jcial auth¬ 
orities for some months be¬ 


fore a policy is adopted. 

"Obviously we do not plan 
to restrict the movement of 
Canadians within Canada," 
.\ndras «aid. " We can offer 
incentives but not restric¬ 
tions." 

He said Ottawa could Insist 


that landed immigrants status 
be granted in Prince Rupert, 
rallier than Toronto. This 
would get the immigrant into 
the desired community but 
the ne^t problem would be 
how to keep him there, he 
added. 


He said some countries 
issue identity cards and re- 
yuire citizens to obtain per¬ 
mits before they can move. If 
such a policy were introduced 
. in Canada it would only apply 
to immigrants and not to Ca¬ 
nadian citizens, he said.

Spanish 
response 
is bitter 


The premier, who doubles 
as finance minister, at a 
morning press conference de¬ 
tailed the financial [)erform- 
ance of the prov ince in the fis¬ 
cal year that ended la.'>t 
March 31. 

Statements again slwwed 
revenue e.xceeding e.\T>endi- 
ture of $94.6 million. Ln last 
year’s reiwrt, the surplus wa,s 
$12.9 million and in 1973 it 
was $45.8 million. 

'Receipts this time amount¬ 
ed to $2,625 billion and e.x- 
penses were $2,531 billion. 

In response to a riuestitm 
about his government’s poli¬ 
cies of living within its budget 
despite the pressures of infla¬ 
tion. the premier replied; 

"I've handled (the situa¬ 
tion) just exactly as I said I 
wjuld a year ago. I said that 
we would not go into an 
operating deficit like the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario, for example, 
with a deficit of $1.6 billion 
last year. 

"The federal 'government 
now is $1 billion in deficit in 
the first four months. We 
have restrained our sf)ending 
to meet our income. We have 
not cut back on human ser¬ 
vice programs. We’ve made It 
very clear that the revenues 
were there, available for the 
people of Briti.sh Columbia. 

"We have not increased 
personal income ta.x or other 
signifiq^t increases in taxes 
for the oridnary people of this 
province, we still run a m^td- 
est sur(tlus ^ budget and still 
provide all these services 
without going into deficit fi¬ 
nancing," he said. 

"Now I have to publicly say 
that the committment I made’ 
last year has been met. We do 
not see this with the so-called 
fi*ee enten)rise i)artles that 
are driving their jurisdictions 
further into the hole and an 
irresiK>nsible manner — both 
the federal government and 
the province of Ontario. 

"We’ve said that we could 
pay for these services out of 
our own revenues and re¬ 
sources. We have done so. We 
are not over-spending and 
we’re staying within our bud¬ 
get, and that's the way that it 
should be." he added. 

The premier went on to say 
that provincial departments 
have had to toe the fiscal line 
and are being forced to come 
to the treasury board for ai>- 
proval of projects. 

"If there’s no money avail¬ 
able, they’re not getting it. 
We are not going into deficits

The stiwt marker »ays Clcsj? Stiwi, but 
to Saanich it's still V^inchester Road. 'Hie fire 
department doesn’t w^t it called Winchester 
and the residents have opted for Arbor I>ale. 

The confusion over a short dead>enfl 
rodd’s name arose Tuesday when Saanich 
council’s lands, planning, and housing com¬ 
mittee voted to recommend that a section of 
Winchester between. Cedar Hill and 'ThocnhiU 
Ci’cscent, no\v called Clegg Street, be I'e- 
named Arbor Dale. 

The cltange from Wint*hester to Clegg was 
made some time ago at the request ^ the 


street's only resident. Aid. William Noel told 
the committee. Noel said the resident 
suggotited that the street, which does n<x con¬ 
nect with the ri'sl of Winchester. I’C named 
after a lung-established family in t^ area. 

NoH said he had liveil ih the area for ‘JO 
years and hadn't heaitl of any Cleggs, other 
than the man who fciiuested the name 
change.^ ' 

That man lias since moved and die 
pi-eseni tesidents don't want to keet> the 
name Clegg. The fire department doesn’t 
want the street to l•ove^t to the name Wm- 


chester because firefighters could end up on 
the dead end while searching for addremes 
on the L»ther section of Winchester. So the 
new residents chose the pame Arbor Dale. 

To confuse matters more. Municipal Clerk 
(lordon Hayward told the committee he had 
no record of an official name change to 
Oegg. According to his files, council w‘a.« 
considering but had not yet approved 
the name Clegg. 

Noel volunteered to bring in a street 
marker as proof that the change, official or 
not. had been made. 

In other business, the commitlM recom¬ 


mended that council approve a land-use con- 
tj'act with Gowlin Management Ltd. to build 
an office and wareh^xise building between 
Davidson and Whittier Avenues. 

Under the contract, the develoi>er is re¬ 
quired to widen Davidson and Whittier be- 
twwn Culduthel and Boleskine. Aid. John 
McDonald said the development would there¬ 
fore intprove. not aggravate, traffic prob¬ 
lems in the area. 

Earlier, the envirwiment committee re¬ 
ceived a leporl from municipal engineer Cliff 
Warren on attempts to cut 5100,000 from 
Saahich's garbage coUeciicm costs. 


Continuation of bi-weekly pickups, along 
with rerouting of trucks and a sl^ cut of 
about 10 men. has saved more than the 
5100,000 predicted in Warren's June report. 
But use of curbside rather than backdwr ser¬ 
vice could produce even greater ■ savings, 
Warren added. 

Noel reiterated his stand that Saanich 
should not institute curbside service without 
a referendum. 

The committee asked Warren to study 
otlier measures to increase efficiency and cut 
costs.

Mayor Peter Pollen has of¬ 
ficially registered <fispleasure 
wiih "prejudiced" handling of 
the city’s dispute with Its po¬ 
lice union by the provincial 
Labor Relations Board. 

The board, in a ruling last 
week, said the city had ttie 
right to reject the proposed 
contract which would have 
put police on par with their 
Saanich counterparts. 

If suggested council recon¬ 
sider Its rejection of the 
agreement and "take a long 
hard look at these farts of 
life." 

In a Monday letter to LRB 
chairman Paul Weiler. Pollen 
c.xpressed "the extreme cem- 
cem of the council of the city 
of Victoria with regard to the 
gratuitous and entirely sub¬ 
jective opinions cxfiresscd by 
your board . . ." 

Pollen accused the board of 
"straying far afield from its 
specific responsiblity to in¬ 
terpret the labor cixle" and of 
showing "an overwhelming 
partiality together with a 
complete disregard for the 
economic and social ramifica¬ 
tions of your entirely preju¬ 
diced statements.’’^ 

The letter further said: I 
am becoming increasuigly 
rrmre concerned, that over¬ 
whelmingly prejudiced boards 
such as 5’ours. making one- 
dimensional assessment of sit- 
ualions. with no responsibility 
or accountability whatsoever 
should so substantially influ¬ 
ence the governance of our 
community and contribute to 
the destruction of the basic in- 
te'l ily of our governmental 
system."

Forest 
talks 
still on 


Negotiations wall continue 
here today beftveen the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America and die forest com¬ 
panies. 

Both sides in the forest dis¬ 
pute. which has brought in¬ 
dustry production to an 
almost complete standstill, 
caucused separately Tuesday, 
and there was no word on 
proirress of the talks. 

The dispute started July 16 
when 13,000 Itiembers of die 
Canadian PaperwYjrkers 
Union and the Pulp and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada walked off 
the job. The IWA has not 
called its members out, al¬ 
though IWA coastal and pulp 
union members have rejected 
settlement terms recomrtiehd-' 
ed by sfiecial mediator Mr. 
^Justice Henry Hutcheon. IWA 
memliers in the Southern In¬ 
terior have accepted the Hul- 
cheon report, which has also 
been endorsed by the forest 
com|>anie8. 

Bruce Tunstall, president of 
the Nanaimo local of the 
PP^VC. said TOfsday he sees 
"very little chance’’ of an im¬ 
mediate settlement in the dis¬ 
pute. which has shut dowm all 
20 provincial pulp mills and 
forced closui'e of many saw¬ 
mills unable to get rid of their 
chips. 


sp'jkesman m Vancouver, said 
Tuesday night the new union 
proposal was then rejected by 
the Transport Labor Rela¬ 
tions. 

Meanwhile, about 40 Nanai¬ 
mo businessmen and some 
hotel workers were in Victoria 
Tuesday with information 
picket lines at l-abatfs Brew- 
ery and the Legislative Build- 
ings.
